In late June, NHTSA Headquarters and 
Regional staff participated in press 
events with the Arizona Governor’s 

Office of Highway Safety and El Pueblo, 
Inc., of North Carolina, to announce two 
new projects aimed at reducing impaired 
driving fatalities and injuries among His-
panic populations.

According to statistics, Hispanics die at 
a higher rate on our Nation’s highways and 
are involved in fatal alcohol-related crashes 
in greater proportions than non-Hispan-
ics. Last year, over 3,000 people of Hispanic 
origin were fatally injured in traffic crashes. 
Approximately 48 percent of those fatalities 
were alcohol-related. 

As part of NHTSA’s continuing effort 
to seek solutions to this critical problem, 
discretionary cooperative agreements 
were awarded to the Arizona Governor’s 
Office of Highway Safety and to El Pueblo 
to demonstrate and evaluate programs 
that have the potential to curb this prob-

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In The News

Where is the site located?
The new HQ building site is located on 11 
acres of the Southeast Federal Center at the 
corner of New Jersey Avenue and M Street 
SE. The site is adjacent to, and just west of, 
the Washington Navy Yard. The address 
will be 1200 New Jersey Avenue SE.

How many parking spaces will be in the 
new building?
There will be 936 spaces in the new facility, 
with 145 spaces dedicated to government 
vehicles, visitors, and disabled parking. The 
current Nassif Building has 1,550 parking 
spaces; therefore, there are 614 fewer park-
ing spaces at the new building.

Are there any environmental concerns 
at the new location?
The developer is required to remediate 
(clean) the site of any contaminated soil 
found during the excavation process. This 
plan has been approved by, and continues 
to be monitored by, the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA).

How far is the nearest Metro station?
The Navy Yard Metro station (Green line) 
located at the corner of New Jersey and 
M streets, is about 400 feet off the main 
building entrance.

Are there security/crime concerns 
associated with the site?
Crime statistics dispute the notion that this 
area is prone to crime any more than other 
areas of the city. Given the major infrastruc-
ture redevelopment and influx of business 
and Navy personnel into the area, this helps 
to promote a secure environment.

Will FRA and FAA move to the new building?
FRA will consolidate with the other DOT 
Operating Administrations while FAA will 
continue to be headquartered in Federal 
buildings 10-A and 10-B.

Will all employees be in open office space 
in the new building?
The new office space environment will use 
both open and closed/private office work-
space standards that are consistent for all 
modal organizations. We do anticipate 

more open space than we currently have 
in the Nassif Building to allow for more 
natural light into the workplace via exterior 
windows. Both buildings also have interior 
atriums, which bring in more light.

What are the site amenities?

Retail kiosks will be located along M Street 
and the developer will renovate an adjacent 
historic structure (Building 170) to provide 
retail shops and restaurants. The new build-
ing will also include a full-service cafeteria 
on the ground floor of the west tower. In 
addition, there is substantial mixed-use 
development planned for the remainder of 
the the surrounding neighborhood.

Is there a Web site for status updates 
about the project?
There is an independent site that addressed 
the revitalization of the entire SEFC area at 
www.jdland.com. And in our continuing 
efforts to keep you informed of the latest 
status of DOT’s new Headquarters Building 
project, the Web site at http://sharepoint.

FAQs About the New Building

In accordance with the Office of Personnel 
Management (OPM) regulations, annual 
leave in excess of the maximum permis-

sible carryover (usually 240 hours) will be 
forfeited at the end of the leave year. The 
current leave year ends January 06, 2007.

Supervisors and managers are required 
to schedule work and leave to preclude em-
ployees from having to forfeit any leave. 
Employees working on a special project 
or task force are not exempt from this re-
quirement to schedule and use their leave. 
This notice serves as an annual reminder 
that annual leave will only be restored in 
rare cases that include:

(a)	� An administrative error caused the loss 
of annual leave which would have oth-
erwise accrued after June 30, 1960 or

(b)	� An exigency of public business (i.e., 
a task where immediate action is re-
quired by the Administrator) caused 
the loss of leave which was scheduled 
and approved in writing, on or before 
the third biweekly pay period before 
the close of the leave year (November 
24, 2006); or

(c)	� Sickness or injury occurred and pre-
vented the usage of annual leave which 
was scheduled in advance.

In the event a request for restoration of 
leave is submitted, HS Form 466 (Request for 
Restoration of Annual Leave) must be com-
pleted. The request must include an explana-
tion as to why rescheduling was not possible. 
Mere inconvenience will not be considered 
an exigency of the nature described and will 
not warrant restoration of leave.

HS Form 466 is available in the Office 
of Human Resources Room 5306. Requests 
should be submitted to the Office of Hu-
man Resources no earlier than January 3, 
2007, and no later than January 31, 2007.

TRIS Online is a public-domain, Web-
based version of the TRIS bibliographic 
database. TRB continues to produce and 
maintain the TRIS Database with fund-
ing by sponsors of TRB, primarily the 
State departments of transportation and 
selected Federal transportation agencies. 
TRIS Online is the largest resource of 
published transportation research, con-
taining over 530,000 records of technical 
reports, journal articles, conference pa-

pers, and monographs related to modes 
and disciplines of transportation. Over 
24,000 of the records in TRIS Online 
now provide links to the full text docu-
ments. The NTL publishes TRIS Online 
on its Web site. NTL’s Digital Archive 
includes technical reports from the Uni-
versity Transportation Centers, State  
departments of transportation, and oth-
er resources.

New OPM guidance on 
pandemic flu

The Office of Personnel Manage-
ment has released new informa-
tion to assist agencies in making 

sure they are able to fulfill their mis-
sions while at the same time preparing 
and protecting the Federal workforce 
should a pandemic influenza outbreak 
occur. OPM has updated and devel-
oped policies on leave, pay, hiring, al-
ternative work arrangements, and other 
critical human capital issues in relation 
to pandemic influenza. The new infor-
mation can be found on OPM’s Web site 
at www.opm.gov/pandemic. As of re-
cently, 85 percent of NHTSA had been 
briefed on this potential threat. With 
the regular flu season fast approaching, 
we think this issue may ramp up again 
this fall.

The Large-Truck Crash 
Causation Study

The Large-Truck Crash Causation 
Study (LTCCS) data has been 
posted on the Web. This three-year 

data collection project was conducted 
by NHTSA and the Federal Motor Car-
rier Safety Administration (FMCSA) of 
the Department of Transportation. The 
LTCCS is the first-ever national study to 
determine the critical events and asso-
ciated factors that contribute to serious 
large-truck crashes allowing DOT and 
others to implement effective counter-
measures to reduce the occurrence and 
severity of these crashes.
